Two Rapes, One Arrest 


Two Yorba Linda girls, one 12 and 
one 17, reported being forcibly 
raped during the past week. 

In the more recent incident, the 
12-year-old told police she was 
riding her horse westbound on 
Bastanchury approaching Plumosa 
shortly after S Saturday evening 
when a light-blue pick-up truck with 
a ladder rack pulled up beside her. 
The man driving the truck asked her 
how to get to Eureka. 

Although the girl told the man to 
continue westward a couple of 
blocks, the driver, described as 
white, 40-50, S feet S inches to S feet 


8 inches, heavy-set, and balding | 


with gray and black hair, turned 
around and headed back east. 

Shortly, the girl told police, the 
truck returned. This time the driver 
wanted her to dismount and point 
the street out on a map. 

When she did so, she said, the 
man got out, thrust a screwdriver 
into her ribs, and forced her behind a 
bush. 

The assault finished, the girl 
continued, the man told her to get on 


her horse and ride into a nearby 
orange grove. As she did this, she 
noticed him return to his truck and 
drive westward toward Imperial 
Highway. 

The girl then rode home and told 
her parents, who called police. 

Tuesday last week the older girl 
reported she was waiting at a bus 
stop near Orange Mall to catch a bus 
home when a youth in a red 
Volkswagen pulled up and asked if 
she wanted a ride. When she gave 
him her address, he agreed to take 
her home. 

The man then drove the girl to her 
residence--but then, instead of 
stopping, she said, he drove away at 
a high rate of speed, later estimated 
to have been about SO mph, heading 
east on Yorba Linda Boulevard. 

The girl now tried to get out of the 
car, but was deterred by its speed as 
well as the driver, who, she said, 
began striking her with his fist and 
threatening her life. 

In this fashion, she continued, he 
ran at least two red lights, finally

‘Comeback of Year’ 


There is a yearly award in baseball 
that usually receives an acceptance 
speech centering around the fact 
that the winner hopes he never has 
to win the award again. 

The award is the ‘‘Comeback 
Player of the Year.’’ For the 1976 
season the National League winner 
was Yorba Linda’s Tommy John. A 
panel of United Press International 
baseball correspondents from a- 
round the country gave the award to 
John over nine other nominees, 
including teammates Bill Buckner 
and Bill Russell. 

Doctors felt John would never 
pitch again after suffering a 
ruptured ligament in his left elbow 
on July 17, 1974. 

‘‘lasked Dr. Frank Jobe what my 
chances were of ever pitching again 
and he said that he couldn’t say 
whether or not I would,’’ John 
related. ‘‘Then I asked him to rate it 
on a scale of one to 10, with 10 being 
serious.

and that I should start looking 
around for things to do because he 
couldn’t guarantee anything.’’ 
Tommy found something else to 
do during the 1975S season and that 


was working towards pitching in 
1976, which he did quite effectively. 

He had to overcome the effects of 
an operation in which doctors 
transplanted a tendon into the elbow 
and reproduced the ulnar nerve 
which had also been damaged. 

There was nervous anticipation 
when he went to the mound for the 
first time shortly after the 1976 
season opened. He had pitched in 
the Arizona instructional League 
and did well enough to be 
encouraged. 

But that was not like facing a 
major league lineup. Tommy, his 
teammates, his employers and, in 
fact, all of baseball was watching 
him, literally and figuratively, when 
he made his first start on April 16. 

He passed the test in that first 
game. Over the season he appeared 
in 31 games and compiled a 10-10 
record. Six of the games were

Ford Takes Yorba Linda 


It wasn’t the fault of Yorba Linda 
Republicans, or Democrats, that 
President Ford lost his office to 
Jimmy Carter. 

Unofficial County returns gave 
Ford 6,407 votes against 2,818 for 
Carter. This is just a few short of the 
total GOP local registration of 6,620. 
Only 60% of the registered 4,662 
Democrats evidently voted. 

The Ford margin in Yorba Linda 


* Was about the same as that racked 


up throughout Orange County. The 
President got 63% of the vote and 
Carter 35%. Unofficial figures were 
397,917 for Ford and 227,472 for 
Carter. 

S.I. Hayakawa got a lot of help 
from Yorba Linda in his upset of 
Senator John Tunney. The figures 
were about the same as those in the 
presidential contest, 6,622 for the 
Republican and 2,881 for Tunney. 
This was a_ slightly higher 
percentage than Hayakawa got in 
the county totals. 

A rough calculation revealed that 
about 80% of local voters went to the 
polls, or approximately 9,700 of the 
12,100 registrants. 

These voters went two to one for 
incumbent Republican Charles 
Wiggins over the challenge of Bill 
Farris for the 39th Congressional 
seat. Wiggins got 6,152 votes and 
Farris 3,233. 

It was a bit closer for John Briggs, 
who relinquished his seat in the 
State Assembly for one in the State 
Senate. Republican Briggs took over

_ Bautista Firing Upheld 


Employee 
May Appeal 


to Courts 


The dismissal of Vincent Bautista 
from his position as Associate 
Planner by City Manager Art 
Simonian was upheld ona 4-1 vote of 
the City Council Monday Night. 
Councilman Dale Chaput cast the 
dissenting vote. 

In doing so the Councii rejected 
the recommendation of an ad- 
ministrative law judge, who 
conducted a lengthy closed hearing 
into the matter, that Bautista be 
suspended for six months and then 
be reemployed. 

The hearing officer had found that 
there was cause for disciplinary 
action but had also found that action, 
Bautista’s firing, to be a ‘‘severe 
penalty.”’ 

Chaput’s motion that Bautista be 
reinstated in line with the 
recommendations of the hearing 
officer got a belated second from 
Councilman Doug Groot. The denial 
vote was 4-1 with Chaput in the 
minority. Groot later made the 
motion which passed. 

That motion was to sustain the 
actions of the City Manager in the 
termination of Bautista from city 
employment. 

The issue revolved around 
Bautista’s removal of certain signs 
last December. The signs, advertis- 
ing the sale of Christmas trees, were 
taken from both public and private 
property and destroyed. 

James Harker, staff represent- 
ative of the Orange County 
Employees Association, to which 
Bautista belongs, appeared on his 
behalf at the public hearing. 

Harker advocated that the Council 
reinstate Bautista to his position and 
said that back pay, which he 
estimated at $8,200, would not be 
claimed. 

Simonian argued that the hearing 
officer ‘‘found cause to discipline’

Title IX Compliance 


In June of 1974, the Office for Civil 
Rights of the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare initiated 
action which ultimately brought into 
effect Title IX of the Education 
Amendments of 1972 of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964. 

In effect, Title LX states that ‘‘No 
person in the United States shall, on 
the basis of sex, be excluded from 
participation in, be denied the 
benefits of, or oe subjected to 
discrimination under any education- 


al program or activity receiving 
Federal financial assistance."’ 

The Yorba Linda School District is 
in compliance with Title IX, and as 
required by the provisions of Title 
IX, notice of such compliance must 
be published in all ‘ocal newspapers. 

In addition, the District is an 
affirmative action employer commit- 
ted to hiring on the basis of job 
qualifications for each position, 
taking into consideration the student 
population regarding ethnic origin.

Have Treat 


For some 20 blind children, 
November 6 will be a day they will 
long remember, thanks to the Yorba 
Linda Country Riders. 


On that day, the local equestrian 
organization, both junior and senior 
members, treated the boys and girls 
from the Braille Institute to the joy of 
riding horses. Pe 

Everyone gathered in Nixon Park 
in the morning. The blind children 
were aided by junior Riders in 
brushing the horses and saddling 
them. Then they went on a more 
than an hour long ride on the El 
Cajon Trail. 


Returning to the park, the 
youngsters were treated to a 
barbecued meal and entertainment 
by the Esperanza Chamber Singers 
and Michael & Company. 
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Bautista...

audience); 

By Groot who reviewed Bautista’s 
time of employment and offered his 
opinion on the appelant’s abilities in 
the position prior to making his 
motion.

El Dorado’s task of 
making the CIF football 
playoffs is getting more 
difficult as the season winds 
to an end.
